Have to Keep a 
IStanilinii: Army There for Some 
Time to Come, However. 


Joseph S. Hughes is in receipt 
of a letter from 
his son-in-law, 
Lieut. David M. Dodge, of the 
Fortieth United States infantry, 
dated Manila, P. I., January 31, 
1900. 
He writes that he is in ex­ 
cellent health, but longs for the 
time when he can have his wife 
and little daughter, Frances, with 
him. 
Whether they will join him 
in the Philippines, or he join them 
in America, time alone can tell. 
The following extracts from his 
letter will be read with interest by 
his legion of friends here : 
“ Our regiment is out about nine 
miles from Manila, guarding the 
city water supply, a most excellent 
plant, by the w ay, with all im­ 
proved machinery, etc., and splen­ 
did 
water 
from 
the 
Mariquina 
river. 
W e 
have 
quite a 
large 
warehouse in the city, located on 
the Passig river, just about two 
miles from Manila bay, and there 
is 
where 
all 
extra 
baggage 
is 
stored. 
“ This place is a great 
one to 
make money. 
There isn’t 
a saw­ 
mill in the islands, and great trees 
of mahogany, ebony and a sort of 
teak wood are sawed into boards 
by Chinamen with cross-cut saws. 
Plenty of large hotels and, in fact, 
every 
house has floors of mahog­ 
any 
boards, many 
of 
them two 
feet wide and 
tw enty feet 
long, 
polished as smooth as glass, and 
the doors and carvings are a won­ 
der, to say nothing of the churches 
and palaces and store fixtures. 
Little 
ebony 
canes, 
like you 
have, tor which we pay 
at home 
$5 and up, sell here for 
twenty- 
five cents. 
Ma will be interested 
to know that you 
can buy twenty 
yards of beautiful pongee silk for 
$5, and lots of shawls, 
all 
hand; 
embroidery, which look to me to i 
be worth any price you care to ask | 
for them at home, sell 
here 
for 
$2.50 and I3. 
I tell you, if I had 
been paid and had some money, I 
would 
have 
gone 
broke buying 
everything I 
saw, 
Maybe it’s a 
good thing 1 didn’t have it. 
“ The climate does not affect me 
at all; not any hotter here now 
than It is at home in May or June. 
O f course I don’ t know anything 
about their hot season ; but I do 
know you have to sleep under a 
blanket every night. 
“ A good hotel would pay well. 
Americans are paying $5 in gold a 
day at the Oriente and all other 
places 
where 
board 
can be ob­ 
tained. 
The 
funny 
thing about 
this place to me is that they use 
Mexican money entirely. 
E ve ry­ 
thing is *so much M exican.’ 
They 
take our gold and give us $2.03 for 
our 
dollar, 
and 
many Filipinos 
are much in favor of our money 
standard. 
A s 
for 
our 
solaicrs, 
there’s not one of them that talks 
‘ free silver’ without saying, ‘Oh, 
damn free silver.’ 
This is an ob­ 
ject lesson for you, pa. 
“ A steam laundry would pay 
big money, and a rice thresher and 
a rope manufactory. 
They thresh 
out their rice by hand, and there is 
no 
w ay to 
make 
rope 
on 
the 
islands that I have heard of. 
I 
understand all the raw hemp is 
shipped to some other point. 
“ Ponies here are not as big as a 
good sized burro, bnt they are as 
tough as a pine knot, and you, or 
W ill Powell, would have to take a 
hitch in your legs if you rode one. 
“ Manila is two cities in one— a 
walled city, and the city across the 
river Passig. 
The walled city was 
built some time in 1500, and is just 
what 
its 
name 
indicates— walls 
sixteen feet through all around it, 
and regular draw bridges and port­ 
cullis at the gates. 
It could be 
held against infantry for years. 
It 
19 more of a residence part of the 
place, as there is not much business 
done there, but across the river, 011 
niy side, is the business portion, 
and I can tell you there are more 
people passed on the Escolta in ten 
minutes than there are in Sedalia 
in six months. 
“ Everybody rides here. 
Little 
ponies arc hitched up to little carts 
and buggies, and they fly. 
A big 
place to ‘show off your team’ is the 
drive called the Lunctta, 
There, 
on the bay, at 4:30 p. m., the 


Twentieth 
infantry 
band plays, 
and you can see mighty swell turn­ 
outs. 
Victorias are the prettiest, 
but there arc any amount of two­ 
wheeled vehicles, and all they get 
for a ride of, say a mile or two, is 
ten cents in Mexican money. 
“ I believe this war is over, and 
I don’t think 
our 
regiment will 
get a shot. 
I may be mistakee, 
but that’s the w ay it looks to me 
from here. 
“ O f necessity the United States 
will 
have 
to 
maintain 
a 
large 
standing army to put down any 
further insurrectos, but that w on’t 
be hard to do. 
One of our 
sol­ 
diers is equal to six Filipinos. The 
latter are 
cowardly. 
Remember 
me kindly to all inquiring friends.” 
In a postscript, 
dated Manila, 
January 26th, Lieut. Dodge says: 
“ W e have received an order to be 
ready to move at once, and I have 
all my quartermaster and ordinance 
property packed, ready to put on 
cascoes, or small boats, to be after­ 
wards loaded on a ship, which will 
most probably take us to the lower 
islands, Mindanoa, 1 th in k.”

is perha[)> the prop( r business <d a 
new spaper— the publication ol 
tlu; 
largest pe-"ihle amouiU of news— and 
made no a ttem pt w hatever to mold or 
direct })uhlie ()])inion. 
At the open­ 
ing of the ninetcentii c in lu rv “ tlie 
leading article” first appeared in the 
m orning pa|)ers. 
It was originally 
called the ‘‘leaded article,” because 
of the “ leads'’ or spaces introduced 
between the lines to spread out the 
article and give it an im posing a p­ 
pearance, in order th at it m igh t at 
once a ttra c t the eye of even the most 
ca-^ual r adcF. 
Aft< r a tim e it was 
called “ leading article” or “ lead er” 
or “ editorial,” nam es by which it is 
now universally know n in new^spaper 
oilices. 
A t th e b eginning “ leaders” 
were 
published 
only 
tentatively. 
T h e ir publication w^as irregular; in 
form they w’ere brief— we should call 
th em “ editorial paragraplis” now'— 
and they were principally used to d i­ 
rect special a tte ntion to some im por­ 
ta n t w e n t recorded in th e news col­ 
um ns. 
P>ut T3 years ago they became 
a settled and r^ gu lar feature of the 
daily new spaper and a potent agency 
for prom oting opinions, political, re- 
and social.— Corn hill.

may he recalled w'henever it is neces­ 
sary to reproduce th e m , a n d in ordi­ 
nary language we say one who c an a t 
will reproduce w hat he has form erly 
know n lui^ a good m em ory, a nd one 
whose m em ory is n ot 
susceptible, 
ready and je ie ntive , bas a w eak m e m ­ 
ory. " Xo (loubt th a t great differences 
exi."t naturally a m ong persons in xe- 
spoet to this faculty, b u t th e varia­ 
tions are in degree ra th e r t h a n oth ­ 
erwise. 
I t may be tru e, also, t h a t 
some bveoine interested in one class 
of fact" and some in a n otb e r , a n d t h a t 
while it is strong in one direction 
tltere m ay be an absence in oth e r di­ 
rections.

B u i na tu re has pro­ 
vided a safe rem edy against this verv^ 
condition of affairs, nam ely, to forget 
as well as to rem em ber.
